Status of the Claims 

Upon entry of the present amendment, claims 1-3 and 51 are pending and 
indicated as allowable. Claims 13-14, and 52-62 are canceled without disclaimer or prejudice to 
renewal. 

Telephonic Interview 

The Examiner and his Supervising Examiner are thanked for graciously granting a 
telephonic interview on August 22, 2006. The issues discussed are as set forth in the present 
Official Action and in the Interview Summary mailed on August 28, 2006. 

Claim Objections 

The Examiner objected to claim 14 for depending from a canceled claim.

Rejection under 35 U.S.C S 112* first paragraph, enablement requirement 

The Examiner rejected claims 13 and 57 as allegedly failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. Applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner. However, in the 
interest in furthering prosecution, Applicants have canceled claims 13-14 and 52-62. 
Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to withdraw this rejection.
